Proposed sewer improvements for 
two sections of the city were taken 
mother step forward Tuesday night 
when favorable action was made on 
the matter at the regular session of 
the city council, with bids 
being 
advertised for April 20 on one sew­ 
er and remonstrances will be heard 
on the other system on May 4. 
In addition to these improvements 
there were no remonstrances against

RHOADES SENTENCED TO 


DIE IN HECTBIC CHAIR 


Slayer of Simon Carrie, 
Vincennes 
Detective, Will be Electrocuted 
at Michigan City July 19 


HAS LONG CRIMINAL RECORD 


Vincennes, Ind., 
April 
7— (U.R)— 
Dreyfus Rhoades, alias James Shu- 
make, escaped convict 
and 
bank 
bandit, today was sentenced to die 
in tin* electric chair at the 
state 
prison at Michigan city on July 19. 
The death penalty was 
imposed 
by Judge Coulter, for the murder of 
Simon Carrie, Vincennes detective, 
after a jury had heard 
Rhoades’ 
plea of guilty to the crime. 
Tin* condemned man, according to 
police, lias a long criminal record. 
He escaped from the state prison at 
McAllister, Okla., in 1925 after serv­ 
ing two years of a sentence 
for 
highway robbery. 
A few weeks ago he robbed 
the 
first national bank at Hartford, A r­ 
kansas, of $8,590, with Albert King, 
of Bieknell, as an accomplice, 
he 
told authorities. 
Carrie was shot when he attempt­ 
ed io arrest Rhoades and King as 
they were passing some of the mon­ 
ey stolen in the Oklahoma robbery. 
King wounded in the fight

Carrie was killed, is under

west system, and it will not have any 
connection with the present 
sewer 
system, Iwit will flow toward the old 
gun club grounds and have a septic 
tank. This area will include Cherry 
Grove and the immediate 
vicinity, 
which is without a sewer. The esti- 
mated cost for the entire system is 
about $8,700. 
Considerable other business came 
before the council, including 
the 
routine of work. A contract 
was 
signed for the purchase of four a d ­ 
ditional traffic signals, of the au to ­ 
matic stop and go system, and a du­

Main and Second streets. In addition I 
to this purchase a fifth signal

overhead at Main and Third streets 
for a try-out, as a pedestal 
type 
post cannot be used with the double 
street car tracks. 
The new stop and go signals 
will 
be placed at busy corners in 
the 
business district, with possibly one 
at Seventh an I Main street, but the 
exact location of them will be deter­ 
mined later. The same company also 
is sending on approval a fire alarm 
signal for traffic, similar to the ones 
in use in Indianapolis a t street cor­ 
ners and near fire stations. 
This system will be tried out here 
with one signal on the light post at 
Main and Third streets, and 
the 
near 
Morgan 
and 
Third 
Streets. The alarm consists of a sign 
which sets out that a fire alarm is 
in j. regress, and a red light Hashes 
the sign prominently and a 
gong 
adds further to the system. The a- 
larm is regulated from a button at a 
tire station, located between the two 
signals, and the alarm begins opera­ 
tion before the trucks leave the fire 
station. The purp o se'o f the alarm is 
to clear the block of traffic near the 


fire station, and also serve as 
a 
warning that the fire trucks 
are 
coming and for traffic on both 
cor­ 
ners to stop until the route of 
the 
trucks has been determined. The a- 
larm automatically operates for one 
minute, and is regarded as a p re­ 
caution against mishaps at 
Main 
and Third streets, and also to pre­ 
vent collisions with 
machines 
in 
front of the fire station.
